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l. Summary:

Senate Bill 996 amends s. 316.6135, F.S., to modify the infraction of leaving children unattended
or unsupervised in amotor vehicle and to increase the penalties for thisinfraction. A violation of
this section is increased from atraffic infraction to a second-degree misdemeanor. Additionally,
if the violation resultsin great bodily harm, permanent disability, or permanent disfigurement to
achild, the penalty isincreased to a second degree felony.

This bill substantially amends section 316.6135 of the Florida Statutes.
Il. Present Situation:

Currently, s. 316.6135, F.S., provides for a non-criminal traffic infraction for leaving a child
unattended or unsupervised in amotor vehicle. This section prohibits a parent, legal guardian, or
other person responsible for a child from leaving a child under the age of six years unattended or
unsupervised in amotor vehicle for aperiod in excess of 15 minutes. If the motor vehicleis
running or the health of the child isin danger, such persons are prohibited from leaving a child
unattended or unsupervised for any period of time.
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Violation of this provision is considered a non-criminal traffic infraction which is punishable by
afinein the following amounts:
e Upto $100; or
e Between $50 and $500 if the motor vehicle was running or the health of the child wasin
danger.

Law enforcement officers are authorized to use any means necessary to protect the child or
remove the child from the vehicle if achild is found unattended or unsupervised in violation of
this provision. If achild who isremoved from the vehicle is also removed from the immediate
area, notification isto be placed on the vehicle. If law enforcement is unable to locate the parent
or person responsible for the child, the child isto be placed in the custody of the Department of
Children and Families, pursuant to ch. 39, F.S., which sets forth the provisions pertaining to
child protection and dependency proceedings.

Based on the danger which the child who is |eft unattended or unsupervised isin, the parent,
legal guardian, or person responsible for the child may be charged criminally for child abuse or
neglect pursuant to ch. 827, F.S. It isreported that under these circumstances, the non-criminal
traffic infraction may not be cited and, instead, the criminal charges are pursued.

According to the Department of Highway Safety and Motor Vehicles, for calendar year 2003,
556 citations were issued statewide for infractions under this section.

Effect of Proposed Changes:

Senate Bill 996 amends s. 316.6135, F.S., to modify the infraction of leaving children unattended
or unsupervised in amotor vehicle and to increase the penalties for thisinfraction. Violations of
this section are increased from atraffic infraction to a second-degree misdemeanor.

Additionally, if the violation results in great bodily harm, permanent disability, or permanent
disfigurement to a child, the penalty is increased to second degree felony.

The bill providesfor an effective date of July 1, 2005.
